The most conspicuous figure 
in the last fifty years has been Queen 
Isabella, notorious, rather famous, 
who was driven from Madrid to 
Paris. but whose grandson is the 
child king of Spain, reigning through 
his mother, Marie Christine, Queen 
Regent. 

It is this lady alone of the royal 
family of Spain who excites any spe- 
cial interest or sympathy in America 
or any country other than Spain, 
and Marie Christine is not a Spaniard, 
but an Austrian. She is the daugh- 
ter of the Archduke Karl Ferdinand 
of the royal house of Hapsburg, 
noted for its domestic and other mis- 
fortunes. Married to Alphonso XII., 
she was, after a brief married life, 
left a widow with a littk boy, new 
the titular. King of Spain, under the 
name of Alphonso XIII, while she 
performs certain royal functions as 
Queen Regent. 

Eulalle, who ts now appealing to 
European rulers to assist Spain, is the 
third daughter of ex-Queen Isabella 
and aunt of the young King. 

Marie Christine is universally 
spoken of as a woman of kindly im- 
pulses and high character, whose 
counsels are for peace and humanity.

The divers are only descending now to verify former findings and to take accurate 
measurements of certain important port plates of the wrecked cruiser and the twisted 
ram, which, as I have already cabled, lies in such a position as to prove that an outside 
force destroyed the battleship. 

Chaplain Chidwick thinks that the body recovered yesterday in the forward part 
of the wreck is that of able seaman Herbert. The clothing is new and bore letters 
which are believed to be the first two letters of Herbert’s name. There are only two 
men whose names began thus. They are Hefriman and Herbert, The latter had just 
joined the Maine, only to meet his death. He was of medium height and heavily built, 
It is regarded as simply wonderful how well preserved this body still is. 

Yesterday Chaplain Chidwick and Dr. Gallagher of Philadelphia visited the 
Colon cemetery to see what could be done for the improvement of the ragged mounds 
of graveyard earth which are now the sole mark of the resting place of over 200 
American dead. The gardener said that the shaping of the mounds would cost $50 
now and a monthly charge right along for their maintenance. This was considered 
satisfactory and reasonable, buf the Bishop's representative in the cemetery lodge 
heard of the matter and informed Chaplain Chidwick that the Bishop himself wished 
to bear all the expenses. He will fix the graves and erect a handsome marble fence. 

The big cigar men of Havana have done a handsome thing. Mr. Bock, the man- 
ager of one factory, made good to the Maine officers all the cigars they had purchased 
for themselves and other officers of other men-of-war. A thousand dollars’ worth 
of cigars has thus been given to replace those now at the bottom of Havana Harbor. 

Admiral Manterola has courteously offered the use of the splendid new English 
built floating dry dock to raise the Maine's hull, but the Board of Inquiry are unable 
to avail themselves of the offer, as the dock could only be gotten under the Maine's 
shattered hull after it had been raised, and the raising itself is almost impossible. If ‘ 
ever this is done at all the shattered battleship will be raised a section at a time. 

Considerable curiosity prevails here to see America’s crack battleship lowa, 
now reported to be coming here to transport the Naval Board to Key West. She 
will make a beautiful study in black and white with Spain's handsome warships, Viz- 
caya and Almirante Oquendo, lying close by. The Montgomery continues to be 
closed to general visitors, and daily drills and the ship's routine practice are vigore 
ously—very vigorously—pushed. 

Spanish divers descended for a short time yesterday afternoon, but nothing im- 
portant was found by them to dispute the generally accepted belie! now that the Maine 
was destroyed by an external explosion.

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Princess Eulalie Flitting From Court to Court and 


Making Friends for Her Country Among the 
Crowned Heads of Europe. 
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PRINCESS EULALIE. 
HER WILES COMPLETELY 


CAPTIVATED THE KAISER. 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 15.—The Infanta Eulalie, who was the guest of the United 
States during the opening of the World’s Fair, is said to have won European sov- 
ereigns to the Spanish cause. : , 

It is no secret at Berlin that the personal yiews of the Emperor in connection 
with the Spanish-American crisis are not thosewf his constitutional advisers. 

The Infanta Eulalie, after having successfully accomplished her work of propa- 
ganda in favor of Spain at the court of St. Petérsbutg,” where she econipletely won 
over the Czar and Czarina and the entire imperial familyeto the Spanish side, was 
assisted in this considerably by the Grand Duke and Grand Duchess: Vladimir,, who 
spend every summer -at San Sebastian in daily intercourse with ‘the Queen Regent 
and the little King of Spain, proceeded to Berlin. ; 

There, according to all accounts, she completely turned the head of the Kaiser, 
setting her cap at him in the most outrageous fashion. His wife, the Empress, 
was ill at the time, and so he was able to flirt with the Princess to his heart’s con- 
tent. And he rode with her, drove with her, took her to-the opera and to the theater 
and, in fact, acted as her devoted cavalier throughout her stay. 

It was during a conversation at table in connection With the present crisis that 
he brought down his hand upon the board and declared that as long as Emperor 
William was on the throne of Germany, Cuba should never belong to the United 
States, being rewarded for this assurance by one of the most tender and captivating 
smiles of the Spanish Infanta. | 

Unfortunately, these words of his were repeated, and came to the ear of the 
public, perhaps through the Infanta herself. 

At any rate, the sensation which they made was of such a character and gave 
rise to so much expostulation in the Berlin press, on the part of those interested in 
trade with the United States, that Prince Hohenlohe, the Chancellor and Baron Von 
Buelow, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, resolved upon the isssue of the semi-official 

and ministerially inspired communique which appeared in Berlin last Saturday. 

: Meanwhile the Infanta Eulalie has proceeded to Vienna, and thence is going to 
Brussells and to the Hague, for the purpose of invoking the sympathy of the Aus- 
trian, Belgian and Dutch courts in favor of Spain. 

| And before going to St. Petersburg she had previously been at Copenhagen 
and at Stockholm, with the object of presenting the Spanish side of the controversy 
with the United States. 

: The misfortunes of a nation such as Spain appear very deserving of sympathy, 
when presented by so captivating a pleader as the Infanta Eulalie, and thus what- 
éver may be the official views of the foreign governments, the crowned heads and 
reigrihg families of continental Euroge are all in favor of the cause of Spain. This 
fact Presidemt McKinley will bear in mind if the proposal is made by Spain to submit 
any of the issues at stake to the arbitration of some Old World sovereign. 

There are only two who favor the American cause, Queen Victoria and King 
| Humbert, the feelings of the former being based on the horror excited in her breast 
| by Spain's treatment of Cuba, and upon her conyiction that England and the United 

States should act in concert. The sentiments of King Humbert must be ascribed 
to his dislike of the Bourbons and to his hatred of the Spaniards in consequence of 
the treatment to which they subjected his favoriteebrother, the late Duke of Aosta, 
who, alter being persuaded to accept the crown, had his life made so unendurable 
by the people of Madrid that he was forced to -abdicate. 

Princess Eulalic is aware of the prejudices of King Humbert against Spain, and 
at the same time realizes that in the event of her proceeding to Rome for the pur- 
pose of endeavoring to obliterate them, she would merely place herself in an em- 
barassing situation with regard to the Pope, who considers that it is a personal 
affront when any Catholic Prince or Princes’ of the blood visits the Court of the 
Quirinal. 

The Americans who welcomed this very Infanta to their country at the time of 
the Columbia Exhibition with so much cordial hospitality, little dreamed that before 
five years were past she would be traveling from one court of Europe to another 
for the express purpose of inciting the ill-wil! of the crowned heads and reigning 
families of the Old World against the United States. 


PROPOSED SENATE INVESTIGATION 
HAS BEEN POSTPONED. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs had un- 
der consideration to-day the resolution instructing it to make an investigation of the 
Maine disaster, and decided by a vote of 6 to 5 to postpone action for the present. 
This action was preceded by a sharp exchange of words between the advocates of 
immediate action and those who think the active investigation should be deferred 
in order to permit the Administration full opportunity to press its own investigation

MONEY TO BE SPENT 
ON DRY TORTUGAS. 


‘ WASHINGTON, March 15.—More than 
half a million dollars is to be spent by the 
navy in making Dry Tortugas a more va'- 
uable strategic point. As a result of the 
conferences between the President, Secre- 
taries Long, Gage and Alger and Com- 
mander R. B.' Bradford, chief of the Naval 
Bureau of* Equipment, it has been de- 
termined to permit the navy to make the 
first arrangements for utilizing Dry Tortu- 
gas after its work has been completed. It 
is proposed to mount.a few modern guns 
on the site of Fort Jefferson and man 
them by a couple of batteries. Plans being 
prepared in the bureau of yards and docks, 
under the supervision of Rear Admiral F. 
©. Matthews, chief of-that bureau, and 
Commander Bradford, require the construc- 
tion in 80 days of 2 coalhouses near Fort 
‘Jefferson for at least 40,000 tons of coal. It 
fs also proposed to bulld two coal wharves, 
erect an electric light plant for search- 
lights and operating cranes, and make 
other improvements to transform the key 
into a magnificent coaling station. The 
total cost of improvement for Fort Jeffer- 
fon will be about $466,000. It is also proposed 
to dredge 300,000 cubic yards from the chan- 
nel around Fort Jefferson and enable bat- 
tleships to steam to the wharves to coal. 
The present arrangements at Key West are 
bad. Light vessels, such as the Marble- 
head, the Montgomery and the Detroit, can 
coal there, but vessels like the Iowa or In- 
diana class have to anchor off the station, 
about eight miles, and have coal brought 
to them on Nghters. There !s no coal on 
Dry Tortugas, but, if there was, battleships 
would have to anchor off the station abott 
eight miles and have coal brought to them 
on lighters. Secretary Alger proposes to 
piace only a few modern guns at Fort Jef- 
ferson, as the range which modern guns 
would have is short, and old guns now there 
can do effect:ve work when placed on new 
platforms. 

The work of rebuilding the platforms wi!! 
fommence immediately and by the time the 
navy has established its station everything 
will be in readiness. Bids for the coal- 
houses and wharves at Dry Tortugas will 
be opened to-morrow and specifications will 
Tequire the completion of the sheds within 
30 days. It is also proposed to rash work 
On additional sheds at Key West and plans 
for two have been completed.

NEW YORK, March 15.—The Herald's 
Havana correspondent says that the kill- 
ing of Col. Cayto Alvarez, Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel Vicente Nunez and Maj.

Before the Turf Congress can recognize any 
euch persons they must produce a clean biil 
from the Jockey hub. $0 no jockey will 
be allowed to ride at the Fair Grounds who 
is under the ban of the Jockey Club, Boys 
who were outlawed for riding at Western 
outlawed tracks only apould 's apply at once 
to Secretary Moppe f the Western Turf 
Congress at Cincinnati for their licenses and 
he will forward them. They should do this 
at once, as no boy without a license,whether

Strolling through the east eide of Benton 
Park Tuesday morning Henry Parle and 
Frank Eckerlich espied a gray-haired old 
man #itiing on the bank of the lake, a few 
feet below the foot bridge. 

The old man was bareheaded and his 
long locks were tossed by the wind. His 
hat bung on a barbed wire fence near at 
hand. He was gazing intently into the wa- 
ter as if in deep thought, occasionally fling- 
ing a «harp, flat stone and watching it skip 
and splash on the surface of the lake. 

As the two men passed by he looked up 
and smiled and nodded. They nodded in re- 
turn and passed on. 

They had gone but a few steps when thep 
were startled by the report of a pistol shot, 
Turning. they saw the gray-haired old man 
roll down the embankment to the water's 
edge. A puff of smoke rose from the spot 
where he had been sitting. 

The men ran to him and dragged him 
from the water. There wasda buliet wound 
in his right temple, and the revolver with 
which he had shot himself lay on the bank, 

He smiled as they carried him up the 
bank and tenderly laid him on the grass. 
Then his eyes closed, his fingers twitched 
convulsively and he became unconscious, 

Parle remained by the old man’s side and 
Eckerlich hurried to the Second District 
Police Station. Before he could return with 
@ policeman a crowd of 200 or more had 
surrounded the dying man. No one at- 
tempted to do anything or call a doctor; 
they just stood around and looked and 
wondered who he was. None of them had 
ever seen him. 

The policeman called an ambulance and 
sent the old man to thé City Hospital, 
where he died at noon. 

In the pockets were fourids cards indicat- 
ing that the man was John Mersman, a 
gardener, living on Lilinois avenue. ‘ 

John Mersman was for 3 years overseer 
and head gardener at the Home for the 
Friendless, at 4481 South Broadway. In the 
faithful performance of his duties he con- 
tracted muscular rheumatism several years 
ago and more recentiy his sufferings were 
added to by asthma. Five months ago the 
old man was forced to give up the position 
he ad filled so long and he and his wife 
went to live on the second floor of 3533 
lilinois avenue. They had saved and 
economized on Mersman’s salary at the 
Home for the Friendless and had a bank 
account sufficiently large to keep them in 
comfort for the remaining years of their 
lives. 

Mersman believed when he resigned his 
position that rest, added to thorough treat- 
ment, would soon bring about an Improve- 
ment in his condition, but in this .he was 
disappointed. The pain of the rheumatism 
‘and the difficulty in breathing increased 
and the last three weeks were weeks of 
agony to him. He not only suffered physi-

T.|THE SEASON BEGAN TUESDAY. 


Inspectors Are Expected to Do Their 
Duty and Make Written Reports 
to the Street Commissioner 
Every Mourning. 


The 1898 street sprinkling season began 
Tuesday, but no sprinkling was done be- 
cause the streets were too muddy. The sea- 
son will continue until the 15th of next 
December. The & districts into which the 
city is dividea will be sprinkled by 22 con- 
tractors) 

The work will cost the city $156,509, as 
against $103,337.00 last year, the increase.be- 
ing due to additional mileage. 

The work of the contractors will be in- 


spected by 21 regular inspectors and two 
specials. he regulars will receive $53.33 
per month and the specials $75.‘ The total 
cost of inspection will be $15,512.23. 

Five hundred and thirteen mites of streets 
wil] be sprinkled four times every week day 
and three times every Sunday if the speci- 
fications are complied with. 

They will be if there is any éfficiency in 
injunctions. A squad of men néver went 
to work with greater admonishment to do 
faithful work. 

Before the force had been formally ap- 
pointed and before the selections had been 
made, they were summoned before Mayor 
Ziegenhein, who gavé them a strong talk. 
He told them that their pulls would not 
keep them in their jobs a minute if they 
were caught in any monkey business, 

Then he sent for Street Commissioner 
Milner and  Sprinkling Superintendent 
Reichmann and told them that he would 
hold them directly responsible ;for ‘the 
conduct of the inspectors. 

After the inspectors were appointed, Mr. 
Milner lined them all up in front of him 
read the specifications to them, questioned 
them, and told them he had a bright, new 
guillotine for delinquent inspectors. 

After that Mr. Milner specially impressed 
on Mr. Riechmann the necessity of hold- 
ing the men to strict necountability. 

Monday afternoon Mr. Riechmann took 
his turn. He threw in a lot of strong talk 
with ine directions to each inspector. 

All this was neccessary if the streets are 
to be well sprikled. Upon the fidelity of 
a paepenrace depends the efficiency of the 

ork. 

The specifications are all that could be 
desired. If the inspectors do their work 
right, the specifications cannot be violated. 

he specifications were all right last year, 
but the inspection was not. he same in- 
spectors are employed this year, but they 
will be, expected to earn their salaries. 

Every inspector must make a-written re- 
port every morning on the work of the con- 
tractors in his districts the day before. Ha 
must state if any contractor failed to 
sprinkle four times, flooded, failed to leave 
crossings dry or in any other way did im- 
proper work. For all of these offenses fines 
will be inflicted and the money retained 
from what is due the contractors. 

On week days the first sprinkling must 
be completed before 8 oidioek in the morn- 
ing, the second between 8 and 11, the third 
posween noon and 3 and the fourth between

On Sundays the first sprinkling must be 
completed before 8 o'clock in the morning, 
the second between 10 and 1 and the third 
between 2 and 6 pvp. m.

THEIR {SALOON FIGHT 


AND STABBING 


—_— 


Edward Osborne Held at the 
Four Courts. 


HE IS A TIMBER INSPECTOR. 


HE ADMITS THAT HE PLUNGED A 
KNIFE INTO MICHAEL 
M’CARTHY. 


LATTER IS IN THE HOSPITAL. 


Quarrel Began in a Barroom at Sixth 
and Walnut Streets and Ended 
in a General Scrim- 


mage. 


Edward Osborne, a railroad timber in- 
spector, whose mild manner and slender 
form little indicate the fighter, is a prisoner 
in the hold-over, nervously awaiting the 
results of a saloon braw! in which he was 
a principal Tuesday morning. 

Michael McCarthy of 115 South Seventh 
Street is at the City Hospital with a painful 
knife wound itn h‘a stomach. 

Osborne confessed to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Tuesday that he stabbed McCarthy, 
although he had previously denied the 
charge. When questioned by the police he 
said he did not know who used the knife. 

The affray occurred in a saloon at Sixth 
and Walnut streets at 1 o’clock. 

Osborne and a party of friends, among 
whom were Ed Morrison and Charles 
Thompson, were playing tivoli at a table 
in the rear end of the saloon. 

McCarthy and several of his friends en- 
tered the place. 

Neither party knew the other and each 
was drinking more or less. 

A discussion of the game arose. It merged 
into a quarrel and then into a fight. The 
fight was brief—lasted just long enough for 
McCarthy to receive the knife wound. 

An ambulance conveyed the wounded man 
to the City Hospital. He declared he didn’t 
know who inflicted the injury. 

Meanwhile, Detectives Killlan and Skid- 
more arrested Osborne and his companions 
and locked them in the holdover pending 
an investigation. 

Beyond the fact that there had been a 
fight, and that McCarthy was the victim of 
somebody’s knife, no information could at 
first be obtained. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter called to 
see Osborne, he said: , 

‘“T admit that I am guilty of the stab- 
bing, and I regret it very much. 

“We were all drinking a little, though 
I was not drunk. My friends and I were 
playing tivoli when another party entered 
the saloon, and looked upon our game. One 
of the men reached over the table and 
picked up one of the Sv Oy balls. That pro- 
voked hot words and became excited, 
There was a general scramble, during which 
I used the knife on the man, whose name 
I have since learned. is McCarthy. I sin- 
Gerely trust he will recover speedily.” 

Osborne has a péciiliarly bombastic style 
of speech and his vocabulary is seemingly 
without limit, although he Is a4 little reck- 
less about using the right word in the right 
place. Here is a sample: é 

“T regret this discrepancy more than 
tongue can tell and, I sincerely hope that 
the unfortunate affair will not be promul- 
gated.”’ 

At the hospital a reporter talked with 
McCarthy. He was unable to give the de- 
tails of the affray. He only knew that 
he was stabbed while participating in a sa- 
loon fight. Doctors say he will probably 
recover. 


STEPHENS IN TRE OVER A TERM. 


He Declares That Vindication of Dr. 
Coombs Was No “Whitewash.” 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 15.—Gov. 
Stephens yesterday gave an interview on the 
Coombs investigation. In it he says: 

“IT was officially notified of the Fulton 
Asylum trouble the day after the board of 
managers of the asylum met in extraor- 
dinary session and procured the superin- 
tendent’s resignation. The board showed 
me the courtesy of calling upon me at the 
capital after the meeting, informing me 


fully of the charges filed with it and of 
the action it took. 1 was then assured that 
the resighation was asked for, not because 
Dr. Coombs had been found guilty of the 
epecific a preferred, but that the late 
charges, with others, had crippled him to 
such an extent that it was feared his use- 
fulness as superintendent was at an end. 
The board conscientiously theught no fur- 
ther attention would be paid to the matter 
unless Superintendent Coombs demanded an 
investigation. 

“The charges In the meantime had been 
filled with the Board of Charities, of which 
I am president. It was my duty under tho 
Statutes to call this board tomether to thor- 
oughly investigate the charges. This I did. 
All the members of the Board of Managers 
were invited to be present, Mr. Adams alone 
responding. A more thorough and unpreju- 
diced investigation Was never made,’ and 
any intimation of a whitewash is an insult 
to the very best ——— of Missourl, who 
compose the board, n this board there 
are two well-known Republicans—Messrs. 
Robinson of Maryville and Abercrombie of 
St. Joseph. Their friends will resent the 
insult that they are parties to a ‘white- 
wash.’ One lady—Mrs, Ingalls of St, Louis, 
president of the Woman's Christian Tem- 

erance Union, voted with the majority. 

}0 the noble temperance workers of Mis- 
souri think this Christian lady a pliable 
‘ool In the hands of designing men? Rev. 
P. Haley of the Christian Church of 
nsas City, whose integrity has never be- 
fore been questioned, voted Dr. Coombs in- 
nocent of the charge of immorality.

Five 
voted that charges of immoral conduct as 
preferred by the two lady attendants of 
the asylum were not sustained, Dr. Youn 
axu.n voting in the minority.

MANGLED IN 
THE SHAFTING 


Horrible Accident to an Amer- 
ican Brewery Workman. 


ROBERT WILSON, ELECTRICIAN, 


WEDGED BETWEEN SHAFT AND 
CEILING AND HIS FLESH 
_ TORN FROM HIM. 


RESCUED BY HIS COMPANIONS. 


While Repairing an Electric Tight 
Wire His Clothing Was Caught 
by the Shaft and He Was 
Whirled About It. 


Robert Wilson, a young electrician, nar- 
rowly escaped a horrible death at 8:30 
o'clock Tuesday morning, while at work 
"tn the bottling department of the American 
Brewing Co., facing on Seventh street in the 
rear of 28235 South Broadway. 

He ascended a short step-ladder in the 
basement, where the bottling machines are 
locaged, to repair an electric light wire, 

He had scarcely commenced work when 
the tall of the jumper he was wearing was 
caught by a ehafting, revolving at the rate 


of 13 a minute. The pliable cloth was 
twisted around the rusty piece of iron with 
lightning rapidity and Wilson was hurled 
against the low rafter ceiling, only 18 inches 
above him, and pinioned there securely, 
while the ewiftly revolving shaft kept grind- 
ing away at his Qesh and tearing his cloth- 
ing to shreds. 

The frightened man screamed with pain, 
Fifty other employes at work near by 
heard him and saw his perilous position. 

One of them, with more presence of 
mind than the rest, ran to the big wheel 
20 feet away, jerked a lever and shrew off 
the belt. 

This action stopped the machinery, but 
Wilson was so firmly wedged aloft that he 
remained in the same position, incapable 
of motion. 

Quick hands cut away ‘hie clothing and 
he was rescued and laid upon the damp 
floor, partially unconscious. 

Blood was flowing from a long 
his head, and later examination 
two broken ribs. 

Mr. Koetterer, manager of the depart- 
ment, called an ambulance and the injured 
man was haetily removed to the Alexian 
Brothers’ Hospital, where he will receive 
attention at the company's expense. 

His condition is serious, q@ut his recovery 
is expected. 

Wilson te only &% years old. He ts mar- 
ried and resides at 610 South Broadway. 

He was employed by the company last 
Faturday. He had just recovered from the 
effects of an accident which befell him sev- 
eral weeks ago.

TWO YEARS FOR 
JOHN E,RIEDY 


Startling Statement Made by 
His Attorney. 


OTHER POLICEMEN ARE GUILTY. 


SERGEANTS AND PATROLMEN 
WOULD BE CONVICTS IF THE 
TRUTH WERE TOLD. 


BEGGED HIS CLIENT TO DO SO. 


Riedy Refused, Mr. Bass Said, Prefer- 
ring to Suffer Punishment Than 
Betray Those Who Shared 
in the Spoils. 


Ex-Treasurer John E. Riedy of the Police 
Relief Association will serve two years in 
the penitentiary for embezzling $9000 from 
the association which honored him. 

He entered a plea of guilty tn Judge Fiit- 
craft’s court Tuesday morning and ac- 
cepted his punishment. 

Riedy’s attorneys, Bass & Martin, on Mon- 
day intimated to Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Krone that their client would take a plea if 
the punishment would be fixed at a term of 
imprisonment in the penitentiary not ex- 
ceeding two years. Mr. Krone replied that 
he would not consider the proposition with- 
out first laying the case before his superior, 
Circult Attorney Eggers. 

When first approached Mr. Eggers was 
not inclined to accept the plea. He told 
Riedy’s counsel that he must have time to 


consider. 

Tuesday morning Mr. Eggers told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter he had decided to accede 
to the proposition made by Riedy’s attor- 
neys. e said that he had consulted with 
certain officers of the Police Relief Associa- 
tion and they were aatisfied with that 
course. 

“Of course it was not necessary that I 
should consult with them,” said Mr. Eggers, 
“but I wished to be courteousto them. The

On the same day another contract was 
made between the same two, similar to the 
first in all respects, save that the note wae 
for $1900, maturing {n two years and payable 
in $100 monthly installments. This contract 
was to fall on the default of any of the 
payments.
